3.  To  see  what  sum  of  mone}^  the  Town  will  raise  for  the 
support  of  the  poor,  paying  the  just  debts  of  the  Town  and  all  other 
legal  purposes,  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  for  the  repair 
of  highways  and  bridges  the  ensuing  yef.r  and  say  how  the  srme 
shall  be  raised  and  appropriated. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  for  the 
support  of  schools  the  ensuing  year. 

G.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  text  books  and  other  supplies,  in  compliance 
with  chapter  XHI,  Laws  of  1889. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  to  meet  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  Brookline  Public  Library,  or  take  any 
action  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  observing 
Memorial  Day,  raise  or  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  or  take  any 
action  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  observing 
Old  Home  Week  and  raise  money  for  the  same,  or  act  or  do  anything 
relative  thereto. 

10.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  conmiittees  and  other 
officers  heretofore  chosen  or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 


11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enlarge  the  bridge  in  the 
highway  between  Jeremiah  Needham's  and  Mrs.  R.  F.  Sargent's,  or 
act  anything  in  relation  to  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repair  and  paint  the  picket 
fence  at  West  Cemetery,  raise  money  for  the  same,  or  take  any 
action  relating  thereto. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  some  of  the  old  Town 
Records  recopied  and  raise  money  for  the  same,  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  paint  the  Engine  House, 
raise  money  for  the  same,  and  act  or  do  anything  relative  thereto. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  concrete  more  of  the  side- 
walks, raise  money  for  the  same,  and  act  or  do  anything  relative 
thereto. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set  three  head  stones,  fm-- 
nished  by  the  United  States,  at  the  graves  of  three  soldiers  in  the 
South  Cemetery,  raise  money  for  the  same,  and  act  or  do  anything 
relative  thereto.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


Last  spring,  owing  to  the  increased  number  of  school  children  in 
the  west  part  of  the  town,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  open  the  West 
school.  Before  the  commencement  of  the  Autumn  term  the  number 
of  scholars  at  the  north  part  became  so  small  that  we  closed  that 
school  and  transported  the  children  to  the  Village  schools.  Conse- 
quently only  one  terra  of  ten  weeks  was  held  there.  On  account  of 
the  fear  of  the  measles,  we  closed  the  Village  Primary  two  weeks 
earlier  than  we  had  arranged.  " 

The  West  Pi-iraary  and  Grammar  schools  were  in  session  twenty-' 
eight  weeks  each.  The  Primary  teachers  were  paid  six  and  one-half 
dollars  each  per  Sveek  and  the  Grammar  School  teachers,  nine  and 
one-half  and  nine  dollars  each. 

At  the  April  enumeration  we  found  seventy-three  scholars  of 
school  age.  Whole  number  of  scholars  attending  school  in  town,  70, 
whole  number  attending  out  of  town,  8.  All  studies  required  by 
the  State  law  have  been  taught.  We  find  the  following  record  of 
good  attendance  of  those  neither  absent  nor  tardy.
